THE year just passed has been thf 


hardest one upon newspapers since 
1879, says the Press and Printer. Verj 
few newspapers have gained in circula- 
tion, and most have lost very heavilj. 
About one-half of the newspapers and 
other publications in the United State? 
have decreased in size the past year. 
The number that have suspended pub- 
lication is not definitely known, but it 
ia known that owing to decreased sizt 
and suspensions there is 40 per cent, 
less white paper of the the news dace 
used than was the case one year ago 
The number of newspapers published 
today in the United States is 10 pe> 
cent, lees than in 1893, the first year it 
twenty-five 
years that the statistic^ 


have shown a decrease. In New Yorl 
atate alone, 273 newspapers suspended 
publication in 1893, and it is said that 
this year at least 350 more will join thi 
great majority. These figures are com- 
piled from authoritative reports and 
not guess work. Of course many news 
papers have started, but the number BO 
starting has been far less than the num- 
ber that have died. There was a tinu 
when a good newspaper could be pub- 
lished for from 1150 to $250 per week. 
That day is gone by. Few daily papers 
of any size have an expense less thai 
1750 per week, and it will cost $3,000 
per week to get out a firat-class, eight 
or twelve page paper of 6,000 or 8,000 
circulation. It will thus be seen thai 
;n the cold light of practical calcula- 
tion the average newspaper is not BO 
cheap a plaything ns one might imag- 


State Core of Orphan Children. 
It is possible that Australia has the 


model system of cariug for homeless 
children. A unmbor of years ago Miss 
Catherine H, Spence and Miss Clark, 
convinced of the evil results attending 
tlig hording of children together in huge, 
gloomy houses with political keepers, 
instituted a move-incut that ended in do- 
ing away with the orphan asylum in the 
Australian colonies. There is in each 
designated district a receiving honso 
There tho children first are taken. 
Thence they go into private families ap- 
pointed by tho state to receive thorn. In 
each neighborhood is a local committee 
that \rutches with tho utmost vigilance 
the treatment tho child gets. Under the 
eye of the local committee it is well 
fed, well clad and -well educated. The 
family is paid by the state for tho care 
bestowed. When the boy and girl arc 
14 years old, they go to work and get 
wages, which are invested in a ftmd for 
them. At the age of 18 they enter life 
equipped with a trade by which to earn 
their living and a sum of money to es- 
tablish them, besides baying an ordinary 
common school education. They have 
as fair a start as children with parents. 


A system of this sort should be inau- 


gurated in America. The present orphan 
asylum method leaves the littlo one? 
wholly untrained and unprotected when 
they enter real life. They do not know 
wliata home is, or what are the danger? 
to which they will be exposed. Evident- 
ly the plau of putting the states' infant 
wards in to separate families, where thej 
will bo cared for, educated and tanghl 
trades under tho eye of competent in- 
spectors, is better than the old orphan 
asylum system.

the University of Oxford, Euglaiid. A

It Is said that Miss Torke, 
whose home is in New York city, took 
the 9:50 a. m. train for that city, but she 
returned to the hotel at about 6 o'clock 
in the evening and remained there. 
About 9 o'clock Gentry walked into tha

hotel office and asked to be shown to 
Miss Yorke's room. Being unknown to 
the attaches of the house, he was told 
to wait a few moments. A message 
was then sent to the girl's room, but 
Gentry did not wait. He walked out 
into the hallway and ascended by 
means of the stairway. Miss Yorke 
and Miss i-ifla Clark, a member of the 
company, were In the former's room, 
practicing songs, when Gentry opened 
the door and walked In unannounced. 
Miss Yorke manifested some surprise 
at seeing him and introduced him to 
Miss Clarke. 


After hastily acknowledging the in- 


troduction Miss Clarke says Gentry 
turned-to Miss Yorke and in an angry 
tone demanded: "Why did you not meet 
me to-day?" Before the girl could ans- 
wer he whipped out a revolver from his 
pocket and fired three times at her, 
each bullet taking effect—one over the 
right eye, one In the center of the fore- 
bead and the third close to the left 
temple. Gentry immediately 
rushed 


from the -room and nothing more was 
seen of him. The supposition Is that he 
ran along the hallway and descended 
by means of the fire escape at the 
back of the house, making good his es- 
cape 'by one of the numerous little al- 
leys in the rear. The shots were heard 
throughout the building. A patrol wa- 
jon was summoned and the girl was 
taken to the Pennsylvania hospital, 
about a block distant, where she died 
Immediately upon her arrival. 


Before entering the hotel, Gentry 


went to a theatrical house next door, 
kept by Mrs. Dietrich, -where he was in- 
formed that Miss Yorke was stopping 
at Zeiss'. Charles T. Blaney, author of 
Ihe "Baggage Check," and Manager 
hooper said that it was generally un- 
derstood that Gentry and the girl were 
dngaged to be married, and no motlvs 
for the deed other than a fit of jealousy 
can be imagined. Gentry had always 
>een regarded by his friends in the pro- 
fession as a thoroughly good fellow, 
while not a word could be said in det- 
riment to the girl. Gentry, it is said, 
s originally from Richmond, Va. 
The murdered girl was well known In 
:he profession. During the season ot 
.887-88 she was a member of the New 
York Casino Opera company. Of late 
years she has been with "Natural Gas,"

It Includes 
the Island of ,Rugen, In the Baltic Sea, 
and a residence In Berlin. The young 
couple left San Francisco very quietly, 
and not until they had reached New 
York did they send a farewell to their 
friends on the Pacific coast. The house 
of Von Barnekow Is said to be closely 
related to that of the late Count von 
Moltke.
